Sadr also urged Iraqgis to protest
in Najaf April 9 to mark the four year anniversary of when American troops entered
Baghdad in 2003.

* Iraqgi and Coalition Forces (CF) captured a suspected insurgent tied to Explosively-
Formed Projectile (EFP) facilitation networks during a joint operation March 30
while targeting anti-lraqi forces in Sadr City. The suspect is allegedly involved with
several violent extremist groups responsible for attacks against the Iraqi people
and CF, as well as facilitating the movement of EFPs into Iraq.

Majid admitted during the trial he ordered troops
to execute all Kurds who ignored orders to leave their villages, but said he had
nothing to apologize for.

Because demand is increasing, however,
the relative decline in national hours of power is much larger: an average of 8.9 hours for January 1-March 14, 2007, compared with an average of 10.5 hours
for the same period in 2006.
